TT  WAS  THE  night  of  March  18.  1941,  in  New 
York's  Madison  Square  Garden. 

Two  Midwestern  cage  powers  were  squaring  off  in 
first-round  competition  in  the  Fourth  Annual  National  In- 
vitation Basketball  Tournament. 

Duquesne's  Eddie  Milkoxich  pumped  in  foiu-  points 
as  his  team  took  a  26-24  half-time  lead  over  the  upstarts 
from  "way  out  west".  Ohio  University. 

The  Ohioans,  most  of  them  in  the  Big  City  for  the 
first  time  in  their  lives,  rallied  around  the  Big  Dutchman 
who  was  their  coach  in  a  determined  effort  to  make  a  good 
showing.  W.  J.  Trautwein's  boys  came  out  for  the  second 
half  and  completely  outclassed  the  renowned  "Dukes", 
running  away  to  a  55-40  win. 

Hotshot  for  Ohio  U.  was  Frankie  Baumholtz,  whose 
16  second-half  points  paved  the  way  to  the  victory.  He  fin- 
ished up  with  22  for  the  game. 

Baumholtz'  running  mate  at  forward  that  night  was  a 
slightly-built  lad  out  of  Canton,  O.  He  was  playing  the 
same  position  as  Milkovich  was  for  Duquesne. 

Milkovich  ended  up  with  six  points  for  his  team.  Ohio's 
left  forward  was  getting  only  two.  But  that  meeting  had 
little  of  the  tension  of  one  the  pair  had   19  years  later. 

It  was  the  night  of  Feb.  15,  1960,  in  Ohio  University's 
Men's  Gymnasium. 

Seated  at  the  end  of  the  OU  players'  bench  was  that 
same  Canton,  O.,  lad,  James  Edgar  Snyder.  He  was  coaching 
his  11th  Ohio  U.  team  in  probably  the  most  tension-filled 
moment  of  his  life,  even  superceding  participation  in  the 
tournament  19  years  before  in  which  he  and  his  teammates 
went  on  to  the  finals  only  to  lose  out  to  Long  Island  U. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  floor,  his  coaching  adversaiy 
was  none  other  than  his  playing  adversary  of  1941,  Eddie 
Milkovich.  But  Milkovich  had  since  changed  his  last  name. 
He  is  now  more  commonly  known  as  Eddie  Melvin,  and 
he  coaches  Toledo  University's  basketball  entiy  in  the  Mid- 
American Conference. 

Melvin's  team  was  to  have  been  the  leading  aspirant 
for  the  league  title  in  1959-60. 

Snyder's  team  was  to  have  been  struggling  to  stay  oui 
of  the  league  cellar  after  losing  foiu-  starters  from  its  third 
place  team  of  the  year  before.

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This  night,  however,  found  Melvin's  Toledo  team  and 
Snyder"s  Ohio  team  in  a  do-or-die  effort,  just  as  had  been 
the  case  with  their  respective  teams  19  years  before  when  a 
loss  meant  the  end  of  the  season. 

Melvin's  Rockets  came  into  the  game  living  up  to  pre- 
season billing.  Toledo  had  won  17  of  19  games,  including 
compiling  an  8-1  mark  in  the  league.  This  tied  them  for 
first  place  with  Snyder's  Bobcats,  also  an  upstart  aggrega- 
tion which  had  refused  to  roll  over  and  play  dead.  OU 
entered  the  fray  with  a  13-4  overall  mark. 

One  of  the  largest  crowds  ever  to  attend  a  game  in  the 
Boijcats"  cramped  quarters  was  on  hand  to  see  which  of 
these  teams  could  take  undisputed  lead  in  the  conference 
and  inside  track  to  the  championship  with  only  two  games 
remaining. 

The  3000-odd  fans  literally  "raised  the  roof"  of  the 
36-year-old  stiiictme  with  their  deafening  cheers  for  their 
favorites,  the  white-clad  Bobcats.  It  was  a  fitting  setting 
for  the  last  major  cage  clash  to  take  place  in  the  \enerable 
structure. 

Melvin's  team  got  the  jump  and  opened  up  a  nine- 
point  advantage,  28-19,  with  slightly  over  seven  minutes 
remaining  in  the  first  half.  Snyder's  team  recouped  and 
fought  back  to  a  37-37  half-time  score.  Then  it  was  the 
Bobcats  turn  to  open  up  the  lead.  They  did  so  at  52-44  with 
nearly  14  minutes  remaining.  Toledo  pecked  away  and  tied 
it  at  59-all  at  the  7:47  mark. 

From  a  65-65  tie  at  4:23,  the  Bobcats  controlled  the 
game  to  a  71-67  win.  Five  nights  later,  Toledo  lost  to  Miami 
at  Oxford  and  the  Bobcats  defeated  Bowling  Green  at 
.Athens  to  clinch  the  school's  first  Mid-American  Conference 
title. 

The  team  also  became  the  school's  second  participant 
in  a  post-season  basketball  tournament,  this  one  being  the 
National  Collegiate  Athletic  Association's  regional  meet. 
And  Snyder  was  again  a  principal  factor  in  the  team's  suc- 
cess. 

Way  back  on  Oct.  15.  1959.  the  Bobcats  met  for  the 
first  time  as  a  team.  It  was  the  first  day  of  practice  per- 
mitted by  NCAA  regulations. 

Jim  Snyder  had  his  usual  first  meeting  with  the  squad.

league  race  this  year.  They've  got  us  pegged  for  a  low 
second-division  spot.  In  my  own  heart,  I  think  you  are  bet- 
ter than  that,  and  with  determination,  team  play  and 
courage  you  can  actually  take  the  whole  thing.  Now  it's 
up  to  you,"  he  told  them. 

Fourteen  boys  who  were  eventually  to  make  u]3  the 
team  listened  intently.  The  words  sunk  in.  They  would 
show  those  "experts"  a  thing  or  two.  They  worked  hard  in 
pre-season  practice,  even  though  they  wondered  at  times 
whether  it  was  worth  the  effort.  Now  they  know  it  was  and 
the  red-faced  "experts"  are  in  hiding. 

Through  the  first  two  games,  both  at  home  with  West 
Virginia  Wesleyan  and  Marietta,  the  Bobcats  looked  shoddy, 
but  they  won.  The  fans  admonished,  "Wait  until  they  hit 
the  road."  The  Bobcats  did  "hit  the  road"  in  their  next 
game.  They  overcame  a  five-year  jinx  at  Morehead,  Ky.,  in 
winning  their  first  game  ever  against  Morehead  College  on 
the  latter's  home  court. 

"It  was  a  mistake.  Morehead  is  down  this  year,"  the 
fans  went  on. 

A  three-game  road  trip  into  Indiana  and  Illinois 
brought  out  the  fans"  "I  told  you  so."  The  Bobcats  lost  to 
Indiana,  80-68;  DePaul,  77-54,  and  Illinois,  85-79.  The  fans 
looked  at  the  scores.  They  were  defeats,  that's  all  they 
seemed  to  realize. 

But  the  players  had  gained  something  from  playing  the 
three  powers.  Something  not  seen  in  the  boxscore,  confi- 
dence. They  felt  they  could  hold  their  own  against  the 
roughest  competition.  For  they  had  thrown  scares  into  the 
two  Big  Ten  teams  before  succumbing. 

Their  next  game  at  Toledo,  their  first  game  in  the 
league,  was  another  loss,  the  fourth  in  a  row.  Now  the  fans 
really  knew  it  was  as  predicted.  Toledo,  the  favorite,  was 
on  its  way.  OU  had  its  first  loss  in  its  first  league  game. 

But  the  next  three  games,  more  than  any  others,  estab- 
lished the  trend  for  the  season. 

The  Bobcats  took  a  convincing  104-89  win  over  Miami 
at  Men's  Gym.  They  were  also  convincing  in  an  86-72  win

at  Bowling  Green  and  an  87-77  win  at  Marshall.  Both  of 
these  were  only  the  second  victories  in  history  for  Bobcat 
teams  at  those  sites. 

The  wins  established  the  Bobcats  as  darkhorse  contend- 
ers. They  also  started  the  team  on  a  12-game  winning 
streak,  encompassing  enough  wins  to  clinch  the  conference 
championship. 

Through  all  this,  the  team  and  the  coach  had  monu- 
mental outside  tasks  to  overcome.  Two  members  of  the 
starting  five  and  a  top  reserve  were  in  precarious  positions 
scholastically.  One  starter  and  the  reserve  were  forced  to 
lea\e  school  after  the  first  semester  for  not  meeting  acad- 
emic recjuirements. 

The  wiiming  streak  had  reached  seven.  Skeptical  fans 
surely  felt  this  was  the  end.  Snyder  made  adjustments,  the 
players  gritted  their  teeth  and  perhaps  some  of  them  remem- 
bered that  opening-day  speech.  They  used  some  of  that  de- 
termination and  courage  the  coach  had  mentioned,  and  con- 
tinued to  win. 

It  was  a  tiying  time  for  the  coach,  too.  Not  only  did 
he  ha\e  to  readjust  his  personnel  in  key  spots,  but  family 
hardships  beset  him.  Serious  illness  completly  disrupted 
normalcy  at  home. 

All  of  these  things  came  at  the  height  of  the  coach's 
efforts  to  keep  his  team  winning.  It  required  supreme  men- 
tal fortitude  and  Snyder  won  out. 

Thmgs  looked  extremely  brighter  as  the  team  traveled 
to  Lexington,  Kentucky  for  its  NCAA  play.  The  "upstarts" 
won  again,  defeating  Notre  Dame,  to  advance  to  Louisville. 
They  lost  to  Georgia  Tech  and  Western  Kentucky,  amid 
praises  of  to])  basketball  observers  for  their  fine  play.  And 
fans  were  using  the  famous  saying  of  Douglas  MacArthiu', 
slightly  revised,  "We  shall  return." 

Another  famous  saying  of  a  nationally-known  sports 
figure  was  given  a  complete  reversal  by  the  affable  Snyder. 
"Nice  Guys  Finish  Last"  certainly  does  not  apply  to  the 
kindly  Cantonian  whose  team  wrote  a  rags  to  riches  saga.

Athletic  Scholarship  Program

FACULTY  REPRESENTATIVE  TO   MID-AMERICAN  CONFERENCE 


TT   PROBABLY   smpiises   no   one    to 

learn  that  athletic  teams  at  universi- 
ties are  no  longer  made  up  of  stu- 
dents who  take  up  their  sport  as  an 
afterthought  upon  enrolling  in  college. 

Rather,  athletes  today  are  much 
sought-atter  upon  their  high  school 
graduation.  This  is  especially  true  if  the 
athlete  is  a  good  student  as  well.  For 
this  reason  a  particular  area  of  the 
scholarship  program  at  Ohio  L'ni\'ersity 
IS  devoted  to  students  who  in  addition 
to  having  the  academic  potential  to  do 
college  work  excel  in  a  particular  sport. 

Known  simply  as  the  Athletic 
Scholarship  program,  within  the  frame- 
work of  The  Ohio  L'niversity  Fund,  this 
serves  as  a  primary  vehicle  in  the 
development  of  representative  athletic 
teams  at  Ohio  University.  Supported 
solely  through  contributions  to  The 
Fund,  earmarked  for  athletics,  the  pro- 
gram has  for  the  past  two  years  enabled 
the  Athletic  Department  to  award  a 
total  of  50  scholarships  covering  all  but 
$10  of  the  tuition  cost  each  semester. 

To  be  eligible  for  such  an  award  a 
student-athlete  must  be  in  the  upper 
two-thirds  of  his  graduation  class  from 
high  school  if  an  Ohio  resident,  or 
upper  third  if  an  out-of-state  resident. 
These  are  the  same  qualifications  any 
student  must  meet  to  receive  scholar- 
ship assistance  at  Ohio  University. 


Because  of  the  forthcoming  increase 
in  tuition,  $150  per  semester,  effecti\e 
this  fall,  the  previous  $12,500  required 
to  support  50  of  the  athletic  scholar- 
ships must  be  raised  to  $14,000.  It  is 
the  hope  of  Athletic  Director  Carroll 
Widdoes  and  the  coaching  staff  that 
enough  support  will  be  received  from 
alumni  and  friends  interested  in  the 
athletic  program  to  push  the  nimiber  of 
annual  awards  to  60. 

This  would  require  $16,800,  of  which 
some  two-thirds  has  been  raised  to  date. 
Like  other  phases  of  The  Fund,  pro- 
gram books  will  close  for  the  current 
fiscal  year  on  June  30.  At  that  time  a 
final  allocation  of  the  awards  will  be 
made  to  the  respective  coaching  staffs. 

A  faculty  committee  on  scholarships 
makes  the  awards  on  the  basis  of  poli- 
cies established  by  the  Mid-American 
Conference  presidents,  athletic  directors 
and  faculty  representatives. 

Funds  Come  From  Alumni 
And  Friends  of  Ohio  U. 

The  committee  may  make  as  many  as 
110  tuition  awards  a  year,  the  maxi- 
mum allowed  by  the  conference,  pro- 
vided that  funds  can  be  raised  to  sup- 
port such  a  program.  Raising  of  the 
fimds  rests  largely  with  members  of 
the    Athletic   Department.    Through    a 


series  of  jDost-season  meetings  with 
alumni  and  friends  of  the  university 
contributions  are  pledged  and  received. 
Others  support  the  program  by  de- 
signating their  gift  to  the  athletic 
scholarship  program  in  conjunction 
wdth  The  Fimd's  annual  mail  cam- 
jiaign.  A  third  area  of  support  comes 
through  the  Alumni  Varsity  O  organi- 
zation in  which  an  annual  membership 
fee  is  directed  into  the  scholarship 
account. 


Athletes  Hold  Jobs 
For   Financial   Assistance 

In  addition  to  the  scholarship  pro- 
gram for  athletes,  a  work  program  is 
carried  out.  The  conference  rules  pro- 
vide that  any  assistance  beyond  tuition 
assistance  must  be  in  return  for  em- 
ployment services.  Accordingly,  the  uni- 
versity currently  extends  100  job  oppor- 
tunities to  athletes  in  return  for  which 
they  receive  board  and/or  room. 

Under  provisions  of  the  existing  aid 
program.  Ohio  University  athletic 
teams  are  steadily  improving.  Their 
ability  to  continue  along  these  lines  will 
be  determined  by  the  willingness  of 
alumni  and  friends  to  support  the  Ohio 
University  Fimd's  athletic  scholarship 
program.

Daytime  Program  at  Chillicothe 


"POR  SEVERAL  weeks  during  the 

-*-  fall  semester  of  1959-60,  Dean  of 
the  Branches  A.  C.  Gubitz  and  Presi- 
dent John  C.  Baker  met  regularly  with 
a  Chillicothe  executive  advisory  board. 
The  discussions  centered  on  a  proposed 
move  that  could  pave  the  way  to  an 
important  new  phase  of  branch  opera- 
tion. 

Then  on  March  17  the  announce- 
ment was  made.  Beginning  this  fall, 
Ohio  University's  Chillicothe  Branch 
College  will  add  a  daytime  operation 
for  a  limited  number  of  students. 

Dr.  Baker  said  that  the  daytime 
curriculum  is  being  added  both  for 
residents  of  Chillicothe  and  as  an  op- 
portunity for  entering  freshmen  from 
other  parts  of  Ohio. 

Through  the  executive  advison' 
board,  chairmaned  by  Alvin  Jones,  di- 
vision manager  of  the  Columbus  and 
Southern  Ohio  Electric  Company,  ne- 
gotiations are  underway  to  use  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  for  the  daytime 
classes. 

Dean  Gubitz  emphasizes  that  eve- 
ning classes  will  be  continued  as  before 
in  the  Chillicothe  High  School  build- 
ing. The  daytime  program,  like  the 
afternoon-evening  branch  programs  will 
permit  a  student  to  complete  two  years 
in  the  areas  of  arts  and  science,  educa- 
tion and  commerce,  or  one  year  in 
en^ineerinsf  and  fine  arts. 


Classes  will  be  held  principally  on 
Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays. 

Branch  students  in  both  the  evening 
and  daytime  programs  will  receive  full 
on-campus  credit  for  their  work.  There 
is  no  division  between  branch  student 
and  campus  student. 

With  enrollments  on  campuses  rap- 
idly reaching  saturation  points  for  the 
coming  year,  the  importance  of  inviting 
students  from  areas  outside  Chillicothe 
to  enter  the  daytime  branch  makes  the 
announcement   particularly   significant. 

State  universities  in  Ohio  will  not 
be  physically  capable  of  housing  all  the 
eligible  students  requesting  enrollment 
in  the  fall  of  1960.  That  fact  is  evident 
from  the  number  of  applications  already 
processed  for  the  fall. 

To  help  set  the  stage  for  students 
entering  the  Chillicothe  branch  from 
other  areas.  Chairman  Jones  has  ap- 
pointed two  sub-committees  of  the  ex- 
ecutive board. 

One  of  the  committees  will  be  con- 
cerned with  securing  approved  rooms 
for  out-of-town  students.  The  other  will 
assist  students  in  finding  part-time  em- 
ployment. 

As  in  the  evening  branch  operation, 
requirements  will  be  the  same  as  at  the 
main  Ohio  University  campus  in 
Athens.  Students  will  be  able  to  deter- 
mine for  themselves  whether  they  will 
prefer  daytime  or  evening  classes. 


The  committee  in  C'.hillicothe  is  work- 
ing to  get  the  Presbyterian  Church 
because  it  offers  ideal  facilities  for 
classroom  work,  and  has  a  large  park- 
ing area  surrounding  it. 

Students  who  do  satisfactory  work 
at  any  of  the  branches  have  preference 
for  enrollment  at  the  Athens  campus 
after  their  freshman  year.  The  daytime 
branch  therefore  opens  still  another 
door  of  higher  education  to  many  more 
deserving  students  in  Ohio.

/^HIO     UNIVERSITY    students 

^^  initiated  a  new  extra-curricular 
activity  last  month.  A  Mock  Political 
Convention  was  held  in  Memorial  Aud- 
itorium March  4  and  5  and  was  en- 
thusiastically approved  by  students  and 
faculty. 

Last  fall,  on  an  all-campus  ballot, 
the  students  chose  to  have  a  Demo- 
cratic convention.  It  was  speculated 
that  the  reasoning  behind  this  decision 
was  because  the  Democratic  party  of- 
fered a  wider  array  of  candidates  mak- 
ing for  a  more  active  convention.

Jersey,  were  named  presidential  and 
vice  presidential  candidates.

^^  C.  Baker  and  Dean  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Education  F.  N.  Hamblin  left 
Athens  on  a  trip  to  Africa  to  inspect 
two  programs  of  education  being  car- 
ried out  in  Nigeria. 

They  will  study  the  Nigerian  pro- 
posal to  expand  a  business  education 
program  in  Ibadan,  capital  of  the 
Western  Region.  In  the  Eastern  Region 
they  will  investigate  the  possibility  of 
providing  a  faculty  team  to  help  staff 
a  pioneering  vocational  high  school. 

The  Ohio  U.  educators  will  fly  to 
the  Northern  Region  to  determine 
whether  to  send  a  home  economics 
expert  there  next  year.  Before  return- 
ing to  Athens  about  the  middle  of 
April,  they  will  examine  the  industrial 
arts  projects  being  directed  by  Ohio 
University  in  the  Eastern  Region. 

Ohio  U.  began  its  active  relation- 
ship with  Nigeria  in  1957.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  six  members  of  the  Ohio  U. 
faculty     and     four     other     American 


teachers  staff  the  Ibadan  school,  along 
with  Nigerian  teachers  and  administra- 
tors. Nigeria  will  receive  its  indepen- 
dence in  October.

A  N  ANNUAL  $150  award  for  an 
outstanding  senior  student  in 
the  College  of  Fine  Arts  has  been 
established  in  memoiy  of  the  late  Mrs. 
Frederick  H.  Krecker  by  her  husband, 
professor  emeritus  of  zoology. 

Dr.  Krecker's  donation  of  $3000  will 
be  placed  in  a  memorial  fund  and  the 
interest  used  for  a  $150  prize  each  year.

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Interesting   Hobbies   Make   For 
Active   Retirement   Years

Professor  Emeritus  George  C.   Parks, 


TN  THE  earlier  part  of  the  century,  there  was  a 
tendency,  at  Ohio  University,  to  scatter  the  titles 
of  staff  members  because  of  a  lack  of  money  to  pay  pro- 
fessors and  officeholders. 

This  was  the  modest  statement  made  by  George  C. 
Parks,  fomier  professor  of  commerce,  who  also  served  as 
business  manager,  treasurer,  and  secretary  of  the  board  of 
trustees  at  Ohio  University. 

In  1903,  when  Mr.  Parks  came  to  Athens  as  a  student, 
the  town  was  much  different  from  what  it  is  today.  The 
Fine  Arts  building  and  Cutler  Hall  were  the  oldest  Uni- 
versity buildings  —  Ellis  Hall  and  Ewing  were  newly  built. 
And  Howard  Hall,  a  women's  dormitory,  was  the  only 
housing  unit.  The  men  lived  in  private  homes. 

The  ability  to  expand  and  build  since  that  time  Mr. 
Parks  believes,  is  due  to  the  state  sales  tax  which  aids  the 
legislature  in  giving  appropriations. 

Also,  theie  is  improxement  in  the  field  of  teaching,  he 
said.  This  is  due  in  great  part,  he  continued,  to  the  in- 
creased salaries  paid  instructors,  enabling  the  imiversities 
to  compete  with  industry  for  talented  men. 

Since  his  retirement  from  Ohio  University  in  1948, 
Mr.  Parks  has  been  keeping  busy  by  raising  cattle  and 
reading  about  the  Civil  War. 

His  main  interest  is  the  study  of  the  Civil  War  —  its 
causes,  battles  and  effects.  He  has  many  books  which  were 
written  on  the  various  aspects  of  the  War  by  different 
authors,  and  is  somewhat  of  an  expert  on  the  subject  him- 
self since  he  has  been  reading  and  collecting  these  books 
for  many  years. 

Mr.  Parks  believes  that  the  Civil  War  has  had  a 
tremendous  influence  on  die  nation  as  it  is  today.  The 
United  States,  he  said,  is  still  divided  in  many  ways  be- 
cause of  this  War. 

Continuing  on  this  subject,  Mr.  Parks  explained  that 
the  people  of  other  races  hold  the  segregation  problems 


against  the  United  States  government  and  believe  there 
should  be  more  equal  rights  for  Negroes. 

He  also  commented  on  the  current  events  of  the 
United  States  —  that  is,  the  integration  problem.  Mr. 
Parks  believes  that  the  "sit  down"  strikes  of  the  demon- 
strating Negroes  are  a  hindrance  rather  than  a  help  to  the 
problem. 

"By  doing  this,  the  Negroes  are  losing  support  of  many 
of  the  Northerners  and  are  only  making  the  Southerners 
more  opposed  to  the  idea  of  integration,"  he  said. 

All  these  events,  he  again  explained,  are  the  result  of 
the  gradual  dividing  of  this  nation  brought  on  by  the  Civil 
War. 

Although  Mr.  Parks  is  delving  deeply  into  this  sub- 
ject, he  reads  the  books  mostly  for  enjoyment,  as  well  as 
for  a  clearer  understanding  of  these  United  States. 

The  other  hobby  occupying  much  of  Mr.  Parks'  time 
is  the  raising  of  registered  Hereford  cattle.  He  bought  the 
original  stock  from  a  Wyoming  Hereford  ranch  and  had 
them  shipped  to  Athens  where  he  keeps  them  on  liis  farm 
outside  of  town. 

Mr.  Parks  raises  these  cattle  for  health  and  recreation, 
but  somtimes  sells  them  for  their  beef.  However,  it  is  diff- 
icult to  sell  them  for  this  purpose  because  they  are  regis- 
tered, and  demand  a  higher  price  than  other  cattle. 

Herefords,  he  continued,  are  one  of  the  three  big 
beef  cattle  in  the  United  States  (the  other  two  are  Angus 
and  Short-Horn)  and  compose  about  75  per  cent  of  the 
sales  in  stockyards. 

He  has  been  raising  Herefords  for  about  20  years  and 
at  the  present  time  has  17  head  on  his  farm.  Since  a  per- 
son can't  make  much  money  at  this  unless  he  has  a  big 
ranch,  Mr.  Parks  raises  the  cattle  for  his  own  enjo^nnent 
and  for  breeding. 

In  the  future,  Mr.  Parks  intends  to  condnue  in  his 
two  occupations,  but  plans  to  center  his  attention  on  the 
study  of  the  many  angles  of  the  Civil  War. 
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Dr.  Leonard  Blaine  Xice  and  Mrs,  Nice 
celebrated  their  50th  wedding  anniversary  in 
August. 

Sara  Clare  Humphrey  was  a  teacher  for 
48  years,  from  1908  to  1956,  and  chairman 
of  the  English  Department  of  Scott  High 
School.

T  ASl'  JUNE  at  tho  coniiiu'ncciiu'nl  for  'I'cinplc  Uni\rr- 
-^sity  medical  students,  a  hrilliaiu  and  charming  person 
got    up    and    said : 

"I  have  watched  your  progress  with  interest,  fiom  the 
sidehnes,  in  your  last  two  years.  Although  I  am  pleased 
that  you  have  completed  the  required  four  years  in 
medical  school,  I  am  also  sad  because  many  of  you  will 
leave  Philadelphia,  and  the  opportunity  of  observing 
your  growth  in  the  medical  profession  will  not  be  avail- 
able. I  hope  that  whenever  you  come  to  Philadelphia 
in  the  future  you  will  stop  in  the  anesthesia  research 
laboratory  and  tell  me  how  things  are  going  as  long  as 
I  am  there."" 

Such  words  came  from  a  dynamic  person,  an  alumnus 
of  Ohio  University  and  a  woman  who  has  contributed  much 
to   her   profession. 

Dr.  Esther  M.  Greisheimer  holds  five  degrees,  doming 
to  Ohio  University  from  Chillicothe,  Dr.  Greisheimer  re- 
ceived a  degree  in  elementary  education  in  1913  and  a  year 
later  got  a  bachelor  of  science  degree.  In  1916  she  received 
a  master  of  arts  degree  from  Clark  University  and  in  1919 
she  earned  the  Ph.D.  from  the  University  of  Chicago.  Sev- 
eral years  later  in  1923,  Dr.  Greisheimer  was  awarded  a 
medical  degree  from  the  University  of  Minnesota. 

Her  first  teaching  experience  followed  her  training  at 
Ohio  U.  Miss  Greisheimer  taught  all  eight  grades  in  a  one- 
room  coimtry  school.  While  working  on  advanced  degrees, 
she  always  supported  herself  by  tutoring  or  chaperoning  a 
cottage  for  girls. 

In  1921  she  became  assistant  professor  in  acKanced 
physiology  at  Wellesley  and  each  afternoon  commuted  to 
Boston  to  pursue  her  third  year  of  medical  school  at  Tufts 
University.  The  following  year  she  returned  to  Minnesota 
as  assistant  professor  and  senior  medical  student.  Second  in 
her  graduating  class,  she  was  elected  to  AOA  that  year. 

On  a  sabbatical  leave  in  1927,  she  studied  at  the 
Tierarzlichen  Hochschule  in  Berlin  imder  Max  Cremer,  a 
noted  neuro-physiologist,  and  then  at  University  C^ollcge 
in  London   under  Lovatt-Evans. 

Dr.  Greisheimer  became  a  full  professor  and  chairman 
of  the  physiology  department  at  Women"s  Medical  College 
of  Pennsylvania  in  1935.  On  New  Year's  Day  of  1944,  Dr. 
Greisheimer  accepted  a  position  as  professor  of  physiology 
at  Temple  University.  In  addition  to  teaching,  she  served 
the  school  as  advisor  to  woman  students,  and  sponsored  the 
establishment   of   a   sorority.    She    celebrated   her   sixty-fifth 
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birthday  in  1956  and  decided  to  retire  from  full-time  teach- 
ing. She  is  now  research  professor  of  anesthesiology. 

She  has  published  about  100  articles  and  has  written 
a  textbook,  "Physiology  and  Anatomy'"  which  is  a  standard 
text  in  many  nursing  schools.  She  received  the  Certificate 
of  Merit  from  Ohio  University's  Alumni  Association  in 
1940.  She  has  been  chosen  "Medical  Woman  of  the  Year" 
for  the  Philadelphia  Branch  of  the  American  Medical 
Women's  Association  in   1954. 

Dr.  Greisheimer  attended  the  Seventh  Congress  of  the 
International  Medical  Women's  Assoc,  in  .Switzerland  in 
1956  and  visited  several  physiology  departments  in  Iceland 
and  Scandinavia.  She  attended  the  same  organization's  con- 
vention in  London  last  summer  and  met  the  Queen  Mother 
and  the  Lord  Mayor  of  London  at  a  reception.  She  visited 
and  interviewed  the  anesthesiology  departments  of  univer- 
sities in  Paris  and  several  Italian  cities.  She  studied  French, 
German  and  Spanish  in  preparation  for  her  trip. 

Temple  University  students  comment  about  Dr.  Greis- 
heimer: 

"We  think  not  of  the  achievements,  but  of  a  woman 
whose  kind,  encouraging  words  and  deep  desire  to  teach 
made  the  rough  moments  of  medical  school  lighter. 
We  think  of  a  person  who  reviewed  as  many  as  60 
articles  to  bring  to  date  one  lecture  .  .  .  We  found, 
also  a  woman  with  whom  we  could  freely  discuss  any 
of  our  problems,  for  her  interest  in  all  of  us  was  deep 
and  sincere."'
